Blizzard cond itions hit the 
Great Plains tod ay as wind 
gu sts u p to 7 0 m.p.h. piled 
snow into d rifts. The storm 
trav eled eastward across the 
northern tier of states, and 
apparently was d estined to 
miss Illinois. 
The weather bu reau said north­ 
ern and central sections of Illinois 
cou ld 
ex pect 
rain 
changing 
to 
snow flu rries this afternoon and 
tonight. The state also was d u e for 
a d rastic temperatu re d rop with 
the low in the Dix on area tonight 
near 20. The pred icted high Frid ay 
is in the 30s. 
The cold snap will end a period 
of mild rainy weather in Dix on. 
Rainfall in the city from 7 a.m. 
Wed nesd ay to 12:30 p.m. tod ay was 
.23 inch. 
No Storm Here 
Storms which had been forecast 
for the Dix on area Wed nesd ay ev e­ 
ning failed to materialize. The 
weather bu reau issu ed a sev ere 
weather warning, inclu d ing the pos­ 
sibility of a tornad o in northern 
Illinois, bu t later the warning was 
canceEed . The bu reau said the 
storm center passed ov er the state 
and caused nothing more seriou s 
than rain. 
Bu t the western storm brou ght 
blizzard cond itions to the Dak otas, 
eastern Colorad o and sections of 
Nebraska. 
Winds with gu sts ranging u p to 
7 0 m.pJ b. swept across the plains. 
Temperatures plu nged as low as 
8 below zero in Cu t Bank , Mont. 
Four Deaths 
Four d eaths were reported , one 
from ex posu re in Montana, two 
traffic fatalities in Wisconsin and 
another in Colorad o. 
The heav iest snowfall was 14 
Inches in the Glacier National Park 
d istrict in northwestern Montana. 
The snow reached a d epth of six 
inches or more in many areas and 
high wind s cau sed d rifting. 
Wau sau , Wis., had eight inches. 
The snow belt ex tend ed from 
Montana eastward to Michigan and

Fear ‘Hopeless’ 
Steel Deadlock

WASHINGTON UP) — Fed eral med iators said tod ay 
management and u nion officials are in an absolu te d ead lock 
on a k ey issu e in the steel strik e. 
This is the ind u stry ’s insistence on the right to change 
work ing cond itions it consid ers wastefu l or inefficient. Dav id 
J. McDonald , United Steelwork ers general presid ent and top 
negotiator for his sid e, has 
serv ed notice that it wou ld 
be accepted only “ov er my 
d ead bod y .” 
Many observ ers v iew it as the 
major issu e in the costly , nation­ 
wid e strik e now in its 114 th d ay .

hav e 
ad amantly 
told u s there is no present hope 
of a compromise on that issu e,” 
a 
spok esman 
for 
the 
Fed eral 
Med iation and Conciliation Serv ­ 
ice told a reporter.

KSB Hospital’s board presid ent tod ay reported that 60 
per cent of the pled ges for constru ction of the hospital’s new 
wing has been paid . The total pled ged d u ring the hospital 
fu nd d riv e in the winter of 1958 amou nted to $630,000. 
Mrs. Forrest Trau twein also annou nced that in the nex t 
few week s members of the campaign committee will be call­ 
ing on persons who ask ed , d u ring the original d riv e, to be 
contacted a second time at a 


ford to grant any wage increases 
and other benefits ask ed by the 
u nion withou t ad d ing to inflation. 
Bu t the u nion contend s ru les 
changes wou ld eliminate work er 
gains mad e ov er the y ears. The 
u nion challenges the companies’ 
argu ment that the ru les hav e re­ 
su lted in u nnecessary work as­ 
signments. 
Before they stru ck , steel work ­ 
ers were av eraging $3.11 an hou r 
The med iator spok esman said 
the negotiations at this stage are 
more an effort to clarify v ariou s 
issu es than really to bargain. He 
ad d ed that he cou ld not pred ict 
when the situ ation wou ld be re­ 
v ersed . 
Resu me Frid ay 
The negotiations stood in recess 
at least u ntil Frid ay as both sid es 
awaited the Su preme Cou rt’s d e­ 
cision on whether to su stain a 
Taft-Hartley law inju nction ord er­ 
ing 
the 
500,000 
strik ing 
steel­ 
work ers back to their jobs for 80 
d ay s. The cou rt gav e no hint as 
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later d ate. A nu mber of con­ 
tribu tors said at that time 
they wished to rev iew their 
pled ges annu ally with the 
hope of increasing them. 
The n e w w i n g , under con­ 
struction since spring , will include 
room for 44 additional beds, plus 
operating rooms, recov ery rooms, 
kitchens, dining room, X-ray de­ 
partment and other facilities. 
Financial Backg round 
At the beg inning of the fund 
driv e, the hospital board had $500,* 
OOO in capital funds from leg acies, 
g ifts, Ford Foundation g rants and 
other similar sources. During the 
driv e 3,8 00 pledg es, rang ing from 
$1 to $6 0,000 were receiv ed. Offi­ 
cials said they hav e been pleased 
by the prompt pay ment of pledg es, 
and noted that some families which 
hav e mov ed away from the area 
hav e continued to pay their pledg es. 
Funds receiv ed hav e been in­ 
v ested throug h the local banks, 
and th# income will be added to 
th* ex pansion land, th* officials 
h'saM* 


The amou nt pled ged , $630,000, 
was short of the fu nd d riv e goal of 
$7 50,000, bu t hospital officials say 
that strenu ou s economy measu res 
by the contractors hav e permitted 
constru ction withou t any major cu t­ 
ting of need ed facilities. 
Bid s Were Low 
The economy is illu strated by the 
fact that bid s on the project were 
35 per cent lower than the archi­ 
tect’s estimate. Among the cost- 
sav ing featu res u sed are rad io 
d ispatching 
of 
materials, 
steel 
band ing of forms for concrete, and 
u se of two small air cond itioning 
u nits instead of one large u nit. 
Mrs. Trau twein said eight single 
rooms 
hav e been d esignated as 
memorials, at the req u est of donors 
of larg e sums. Fou r of the 18 dou­ 
ble rooms also hav e been d esignat­ 
ed as memorials.

She said, “There still are many 
opportu nities for c ont r i b u t i ons 
which cou ld be d esignated as me­ 
morials.” These may range from 
$5 to $8 00. Such g ifts will be re­

Pea ce Prize 
Awa rd ed to 
Eng lishma n 


OSLO, Norway UP)—The Nobel Peace Prize was award * 
ed tod ay to Philip Noel-Bak er, a scholarly British statesman 
who has work ed for y ears toward peace and d isarmament. 
The cash award of $4 2,650 comes as a belated birthd ay 
present to Noel-Bak er, 7 0 last Su nd ay . 
A Labor party member of Britain’s Hou se of Commons 
for three d ecad es, he receiv ed 
the news calmly in Lond on. 
“I heard a ru mor that I wa* 
In line for this reward ,” he said , 
“ bu t I d id n’t believ e it.” 
The prize committee — a fiv e- 
man grou p of Norway 's Parlia­ 
ment — chose him becau se of his 
work for peace and d isarmament 
throu ghou t his career. He is a 
prolific writer of articles on d is­ 
armament. 
In Limelight 
Noel-Bak er's 
career 
has k ept 
him in the international limelight 
mu ch of the time since the Paris 
peace conference of 1919. 
He was a member of British 
d elegations to that conference, to 
the old Leagu e of Nations and to 
the United Nations. He has cam­ 
paigned in recent y ears for an 
international ban on nu clear tests. 
Noel-Bak er is a former profes­ 
sor and college official who has 
held sev eral posts in the British 
gov ernment ov er three d ecad es. 
Known for his specialized work 
in foreign relations, he lectu red 
at Yale Univ ersity in 1934 . He 
speak s, in ad d ition to English, 
German, French, Italian, Norwe­ 
gian, Spanish and Greek . 
He was , ed u cated at Cambrid ge. 
He was first secretary to Lord 
Robert Cecil, chief British d ele­ 
gate, d u ring the Paris peace ne­ 
gotiations and the later prepara­ 
tion of the Leagu e of Nations 
Treaty . 
Ad v ised Ex plorer 
Du ring the y ears 1920-1922 and 
1927 -1929 he was ad v iser to Frid t­ 
jof Nansen. Norwegian hu mani­ 
tarian and ex plorer. From 1922 to 
1929 he was professor of inter­ 
national relations at the Univ er­ 
sity of Lond on. 
He was first elected to Parlia­ 
ment on the Labor party tick et 
in 1929. He serv ed as parliamen­ 
tary secretary to the Ministry of 
War Transport d u ring 
most of 
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prod u cer, had no id ea any hank y - 
pank y was occu rring on the big- 
money q u iz programs. 


Different Story 


Howev er, Abrams, in a sworn 
statement introd u ced at the hear­ 
ings, had a d ifferent story —as d id 
the show prod u cers. 
Testify ing 
in 
person 
tod ay , 
Abrams said he honestly believ es 
officials of both Rev lon and its 
ad v ertising agencies 
k new they 
were controlled . 
He said if Martin Rev son were 
not aware that su ggestions came 
ou t of week ly meetings to d eter­ 
mine contestants’ fu tu res, then it 
was becau se he was too bu sy with 
other fu nctions. 
Abrams 
testified 
that at the 
week ly sponsor-prod u cer meetings 
there was nev er any open d iscu s­ 
sion of hav ing a contestant con­ 
tinu e or d rop off, bu t su ch things 
were “alway s ex pressed as a hope

The su it stemmed from a two- 
car wreck Ju ly I, 1958, in front of 
the Lincoln Lanes bowling alley 
on Alt. 30, ju st east of Dix on. 
DeWeerd testified a westbou nd 
car d riv en by Colnek and owned 
by the au to company went ou t of 
control and hit his au to head on. 
He told the ju ry as a resu lt of 
the wreck , his left leg was short­ 
ened 4 l4 inches and a rod ru nning 
from his hip to his ank le complete­ 
ly immobilized the leg. 
Doctors Wed nesd ay corroborated 
his testimony . 
The ju ry of sev en women and 
fiv e 
men 
Wed nesd ay

took 2V4 hou rs to bring in the v er­ 
d ict and award . 
The d efend ants were represent­ 
ed by Atty . George Nichols. 


WASHINGTON (ZP)—Two 
organizations for retired peo­ 
ple said tod ay they are mak ­ 
ing a cu t-rate d ru g serv ice 
av ailable to all Americans 
ov er 65 y ears of age — an 
estimated 15 million persons. 
Dr. Ethel Percy And ru s, presi­ 
d ent of the National Retired Teach­ 
ers Assn., and the American Assn.

the aged can obtain med ication 
and pharmaceu ticals at a mini­ 
mu m of 25 per cent below regu lar 
retail prices if they ord er from 
nonprofit d ru g bu y ing serv ice. 
Dr. And ru s called u pon pharma­ 
cists to ex tend similar price re­ 
d u ctions to persons ov er 65. She 
said this wou ld follow the lead 
tak en by the American Med ical 
Assn. in recommend ing that mem­ 
ber phy sicians red u ce fees for pa­ 
tients ov er 65 liv ing on mod est in­ 
comes.

PANAMA (ZP) — Presid ent 
Ernesto d e La Gu ard ia Jr. 
Wed nesd ay night “cond emned 
and d isapprov ed ” v i ol e nt 
d emonstrations by Panama­ 
nian nationalists against U.S. 
control of the Canal Zone. 
De La Gu ard ia told the nation 
in a broad cast that the 
attacks 
Mond ay on the U.S. Embassy and 
on U.S. Army troops and Canal 
Zone police at the bord er 
of the 
zone “were not fair 
to the authori­ 
ties of a cou ntry which has, 
with 
u s, a v ital and mu tu al interest in 
the canal.” 
Feeling against the United States 
still 
ran 
high. 
Demonstratorr 
stoned the offices of the American- 
owned light 
and power company 
in the capital Wednesday and set 
fire to an automobile. 
Shortly before De La Guardia 
went on the radio, Panama charg ed 
in a diplomatic note that the U.S. 
troops and police prov oked the 
anti-U.S. v iolence by their roug h 
handling of nationalists try ing to

Work On Budget 
Between now and the time he 
leaves Dec. 4 on his three-conti­ 
nent trip he must p ut in the final 
work on the budget, or encyclo­ 
p edia of exp enses, which his ad­ 
ministration will offer Congress 
when it returns in January 1960. 
This is no simp le task, since it 
involves wrangles among his own 
various dep artment and agency 
heads over how big a p iece of 
budget p ie each is entitled to. 
Work on this budget has been go­ 
ing on since last summer. 
It involves more than just ex­ 
p enses. His 1960 p rograms — the 
final act of his p residency —must 
I be based on it: Their size, cost 
I and reach. He has already re­ 
vealed that his 1960 theme song, 
as in 1959, wdll be economy. 
Further, sandwiched in between 
any trip s he takes next y ear will 
be other chores: 
Programs, Messages 
1. Working on and ap p roving in 
detail the p rograms and messages 
he will send Congress during the 
early months of the y ear. 
2. Fighting for them, even to the 
extent, p erhap s, of making TV 
ap p eals for p ublic sup p ort of his 
ideas. 
On top of all this he most p rob 
ably will have to be the director 
and moving force of whatever this 
country ’s foreign p olicy turns out 
to be. 
This was a task he didn't have 
to worry much about so long as 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, a dominant kind of man, 
called the shots. Eisenhower from 
the beginning of his p residency 
relied tremendously on Dulles. 
Eisenhower 
began 
to 
assert 
himself more in foreign p olicy aft­ 
er Dulles’ death in the sp ring. He 
seems likely to continue to do so

SPRINGFIELD, IIL OB — The 
State Fire Marshal said today 56S 
schools are 
in full comp liance 
with orders aimed at p reventing 
a rep etition of the Our Lady of 
Angels School fire last Dec. I. 
In the original statewide insp ec­ 
tion started in the wake of the 
Chicago fire in which 92 p up ils 
and three nuns died there were 
2,373 insp ections. 
Orders 
were 
issued 
to 
2,203 
schools for corrections of unsafe 
conditions. 
State Fire Marshal John Two- 
mey said the insp ections by his 
office ap p lied only to cities not

their

teams. Larger cities like Chicago, 
Rockford, Peoria and Sp ringfield 
carry on fire p revention p rograms 
of their own. 
The 568 schools were found to be 
In full comp liance in a reinsp ec­ 
tion p rogram still underway . About 
1,354 schools remain to be re­ 
checked. Tw'omey said.

Cancellations were 
issued on orders because of changes 
of situation. Some schools moved 
into new quarters after the first 
insp ection.

Doctor Claims Immaturity 
Turns Women Into Tyrants

N E W Y O R K im - Imm aturity is 
a disease that has turned modem 
women into tyrants. 


They can annihilate their hus­ 
bands and children without ever 
realizing their own power. 


And men are the ones who made 
them that way. 


So says Dr. Harry Tashman, not­ 
ed New York psychoanalyst who 
has spent much of his 30 years 
practice dealing with the unhappily 
married. 


“ I'm not a marriage counselor,” 
Dr. Tashman says. “ But when a 
disturbed person comes to me, his 
conflicts can’t be separated from 
his married life. Marriage will only 
enhance his troubles.” 
One Get* lipper Hand 
Among 
married 
couples, 
Dr. 
Tashman says, one of the partners 
gets the upper hand “ and in the 
last 20 to 30 years, it’s been the 
woman.” He adds: 
“ And woman is an infant — give 
her power and it turns to tyranny. 
Don’t hold it against her — man 
hands women power because it reg­ 
isters as protection, like the child­ 
hood security he had when his mo­ 
ther was telling him what to do. 
“ Because men are immature, like 
women, they find their wives com­ 
peting with them. The children suf­ 
fer and the marriage — well, it can 


mean dismal unhappiness or break­ 
up for the partners.” 


In a book about his psychoanaly­ 
tic studier, “ Today’s Neurotic Fam ­ 
ily,” Dr. Tashman suggested that 
individual analysis In most cases 
should be discarded in favor of 
treatment for the w'hole family. 
And In a new book, “ The Marriage 
Bed,” (University Publishers! he 
gives case studies of a number of 
unhappily married men and wom­ 
en. 


Entile** Quarrel 


He writes, “ Sometimes the only 
emotional expression remaining in 
a marital relationship is the quar­ 
rel that goes on endlessly in in­ 
numerable forms. Such marriages 
become unending miseries. .

their age — to become adult*. 


“ The frailty that render* ua so 
vulnerable to the mlafortunee that 
develop in marriage,” he write*, 
“ is the tendency to retain our early 
passive, receptive and dependent 
nature. Such childlike attitudes . . . 
lack the crucial 
ingredients for 
creative life — independence, con­ 
fidence and self-reliance." 


The important thing ie that both 
man and wife must be ready to put 
something constructive into their 
partnership. This means not just 
sexual attraction and money but 
sympathy, warmth and understand­ 
ing. Dr. Tashman says: 


Must Earn lane 
“ People 
must 
realize thst 
as 
they grow up, they no longer are 
entitled to the love — in effect, 
the parental over - evaluation — 
they got aa children. 


“ As adulta we must earn love. 
And we can only do this by work­ 
ing to make ourselves lovable. I ’m 
sometimes astonished at our own 


self-esteem. For basically we are 
neurotic, self conscious, overbear­ 
ing — sometimes downright repul­ 
ses. 


“ We have to overcome these ten­ 
dencies to deserve love from others. 
We make many adjustments in or­ 
der to fit in with society. Often, 
however, we don't make the ef­ 
fort to accommodate those closest 
to us." 


But all tile good intentions in the 
world, he finds, aren't enough to 
let individuals overcome the influ­ 
ence of past family life. 


Relive The Pawl 
“ Marriage shouldn’t be made into 
an arena where we battle out our 
gripes," Dr. Tashman says. “ Yet 
time and time again we find mar­ 
ried couples reliving the experience 
of their own mothers and fathers. 
And they again act out the role of 
children in their married life ” 
To prevent this, he urgently pro­ 
poses more concentrated education 
for marriage in schools. 
He 
says 
children 
should 
be 


trained more precisely In what they 


will face as adults. This means 


discipline ae well as knowledge. 


“ We 
should 
give 
high 
school 
courses in adolescent psychology 
so teen-agers will understand what 
they were as children and what 
they might be as adults. In college, 
there should be four years of train­ 
ing for tho understanding needed in 
marriage ” 


Dr. Tashman adds: 
“ Instead of teaching how to get, 
schools should teach how to give.”

NAPERVILLE, IU. UP) — 
A coroner’s ju ry say s it can­ 
not u nrav el the my steriou s 
d eath of Ronald o Du ncan 
Arantes, 26 , a member of 
Brazil’s rowing team in the 
su mmer’s Pan - American 
Games in Chicago. 
Arantes, of Rio d e Janeiro, was 
fou nd shot to d eath Sept. 7 on the 
campu s of North Central College 
here, where the team was lod ged 
d u ring the Gaines. 
The ju ry Wed nesd ay retu rned 
an open or u nk nown v erd ict, re­ 
porting that it lack s su fficient 
ev id ence to d etermine if Arantes 
k illed himself, was shot accid ent 
ally or was mu rd ered . 
The case may be reopened at 
any time, Du Page Cou nty coroner 
Samu el K. Lewis said . 
Arantes’ d eath was splashed in 
newspapers of U. S. and Latin 
American cou ntries, resu lted in 
official inqu iries from the United 
States and Brazilian gov ernments 
and brou ght ou t stories of gu n 
pu rchases by sev eral athletes to 
the Games. 
Some police officials believ e that 
the pu rchase of gu ns figu red in 
the athlete’s d eath. They theorize 
that Arantes may hav e been k illed 
as a resu lt of his d ealing for the 
weapons which alleged ly were to 
be resold for higher prices in his 
own cou ntry . 
The d eath weapon was fou nd 
near Arantes bod y and was traced 
to a gu n d ealer in Au rora. Bu t it 
has nev er been brou ght ou t wheth 
er the d ealer, Jack Rogan, sold 
the gu n to Arantes or to whom 
the weapon belonged .

Echegoy an said Diaz Lanz for 
reasons of his own may not want 
to be bailed ou t. Echegoy an d id 
not say what the reasons w'ere. 
The former head of Fid el Cas­ 
tro’s rev olu tionary air force was 
jailed in $5 ,000 bond Wed nesd ay 
after a hearing before U.S. Dist. 
Ju d ge Joseph Lieb. An ex trad ition 
warrant called Diaz Lanz a fu gi­ 
tiv e from Cu ban ju stice. 
The mu rd er charges are to be 
d ocu mented with formal ev idence 
within two weeks. They apparent­ 
ly stem fro m an Oct. 21 incident 
in which small planes dro pped 
anti-Castro leaflets o n Hav ana. 
The Cu ban gov ernment charged 
that ex plosiv es d ropped from the 
plane k illed Joaqu in Fernand ez of 
Hav ana and inju red 24 others. 
Some witnesses said the d eath and 
inju ries resu lted from Cu bans try ­ 
ing to shoot d own the planes. 
Diaz Lanz, acco rding to the FBI, 
admitted pilo ting o ne o f the planes. 
Ag ents said the flig ht o rig inated 
in Flo rida.

The employ e, 
Kenneth Hoffer, managed to slip 
in two mentions of the Hess De­ 
partment Store before he missed 
an early qu estion and went off the 
show. 
‘Terrific Thing’ 
“I think it’s a terrific thing for 
a little bu siness to get on any rd 
these big show’s,” Hess testified 
Wed nesd ay night before a Hou se 
su bcommittee 
inv estigating TV 
scand als. 
And he said he saw nothing 
wrong with 
slipping money to 
someone to get his store mentioned 
on shows paid for by another com­ 
pany . 
“It is a common practice,” Hest 
said . “Certain people in New Yorll 
d o nothing bu t ju st plu g work .” 
Hess said he had tossed money 
to so many entertainers and shov e 
bu siness personalities for these 
free plu gs he cou ld n’t remember 
them all. 
Pressed to nam* so me, he men* 
tio ned newspaper co lumnists Bo il 
Co nsidint and Jack O’Brian. Bo th 
o f them, he said, had “ co me up 
to the sto re” to pro mo te g o o dwill. 
Denied Plug g ing 
O’Brian. TV colu mnist for the 
New York Jou rnal - American 
promptly d enied he had ev er plu g­ 
ged the Hess store in his articles 
and “my colu mns will show that.” 
He said what happened was that 
he was hired —for $1,000—to mak e 
a personal appearance on 
a Phil­ 
ad elphia TV show sponsored by 
Hess. He went to the Allentown 
store beforehand , O’Brian said , 
and met sev eral company ex ecu ­ 
tiv es. 
Consid ine also was paid $1,000 
for a personal appearance, Hess 
testified . 
In New York . Consid ine said he 
once had mentioned Hess’ store 
in his Hearst-sy nd icated colu mn, 
bu t only “ in what I consid ered a 
newsworthy way .”
